STRIKERS’ RIOT, 


Non-Union Boxmakers Attacked by Strikers 
—The Elevated Engineers. 
Cu1caGco, ILL., January 7.—The strike in 
Maxwell Bros’. box factory, is assuming a 
more serious aspect, as the days elapse, and 
tne strikers have several acts of violence laid 
at their doors. When the employes of the 
factory left last night some of them received 
severe beatings, but this morning more seri- 
ous trouble took place. At7:30 o’clock, when 
eight non-union menwere on their way to 
work, and had reached the corner of Blue 
Island avenue and Eleventh street, they were 
attacked by a crowd of the strikers.

BUT WILL EVEN SEMI-TONTINE ESTIMATES BE

Granting that a man can be willing to hazard

What surer foundation for guessing have the 
present semi-Tontine estimates? The only 
element in the result which the companies can 
control is the matter of expenses. And the 
Tontine companies have not reduced e es 
certainly. In their replies last spring to my 
articles, they alleged that they were not pay- 
ing higher commissions for Tontines than for 
other forms of policies; but in their sworn tes- 
timony before the Ohio Senate Committee the 
admitted the fact that they did pay higner,ar 
disclosed by what mental process they had al- 
lowed themselves to say otherwise. 

The semi-Tontine estimates of the New 
Tor Life are higher than those of the Equita- 
ble, though ite full Tontine settlements are 
as isappointing.
